The report 
asserts that the inner line of defenses 
is intact; that the damage to warships 
in the harbor by Japanese shells la 
not great, and that the garrison will 
be able to hold out against assault for 
some time.

A Chefoo dispatch says: The Port 


Arthur newspaper, Novikrai, Nov. 11, 
copies of which were brought to Che- 
foo by the Russian torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Rastoropny, prints brief de- 
tails of a daring exploit which result- 
ed in the sinking of a four-funneled 
Japanese torpedo-boat destroyer. Se- 
curing 3. steam launch from the battle- 
ship Retvi/.an, one carrying a torpedo 
tube, and accompanied by half a dozen, 
silent volunteers. Midshipman Dimlt- 
rieff, in the dense darkness, slipped 
out of the harbor and succeeded la 
evading the Japanese searchlights.

Lacking bat Tea—Japanese Soldiers 
a* Conjurers and Gel«ha Dancer*. 
Vcvne In ti.uropatk.la1> Uurilvu. 


Germans spoke in French and Eng- 
sli, Americans mingled these with 
apnnese, the Japanese used all three, 
iie Austrian and the Swiss, having no 
pecial tongue, empl4yed each, except 
apauese, as required; the French 
voided German, yet condescended to 
nglish when it was sociable to do so, 
ut the English stuck to English, 
here was in consequence a babel of 
ouversation in the marquee which had 
een built for General Oku's afternoon 
ea in an open space of the Russian 
art of Liaoyang, lately taken by Jap- 
nese arms at a cost of more than 20,- 
00 men, says the New York Post's 
pecial correspondent, writing from the 
mperiul headquarters of the Japanese 
rniy in the field at Liaoyang. 
At the start there had been very lit- 
le conversation. After Oku's staff set 
m the tables fresh caviare, stoffeu, ex- 
ellently cooked beef, stuffed veal, larub 
:bops, tinned salmon, bologua and sal- 
ids and some thing in gelatin, and es- 
pecially after Chauteau la Rose, cham- 
)agne, Nippon beer, Glenlivet, Russian 
mineral water, Russian coffee, Egyp- 
ian cigarettes, 
Manila cigars and 


matches made in Milan had been pass- 
ed along the linen covered tables gar- 
nished with flowers a la Japonaise in 
exploded Russian shrapnel shells, there 
seemed to be plenty to talk about and 
almost a 
sufficiency 
of languages. 


Leaving out the salads, all these comes- 
tibles, as well as the linen and the 
crystal, had been left by the Russians, 
who retreated from Liaoyang about 1 
o'clock on the morning of Sept. 4. 


Costumes of hosts and guests were 


of infinite variety. In color they were 
confined to different shades of khaki, 
different shades of blue, and-among 
the correspondents—different sorts of 
whipcord, flannel and cravenette. Aus- 
tria showed a cobalt bine coat and a 
cap of exaggerated height; Canada a 
greenish buff coat, with a cap of over- 
spreading flanges; India a snug khaki, 
with many belts and straps; France a 
black glazed cap and a "Confederate 
gray" coat that looked like Russian; 
America a campaign hat and khaki 
the hue of grass on an autumn hillside 
after the first frost; England showed a 
khaki which you are familiar with; 
Spain a sky blue; France a similar coat 
and a sun helmet. In the middle of 
these moved Japanese adjutants in 
dark blue, tasseled gold sashes down 
the breast; staff officers in dark blue 
with gold shoulder knots, those of the 
cavalry having breeches and boots of 
the fine color and glaze you see in 
Meissonier's paintings; General Oku in 
—one does not recall what, his face is 
so interesting; 
General Fukishima, 


proud and smiling, as becomes a sa- 
murai, though his son was killed the 
other day, in white shoulder knots and 
snuff woolen; Field Marshal Oyama in 
blue, -with almost no decoration except 
the great blazing ruby centered order 
of the Chrysanthemum; Prince Nasbi- 
moto in woolen khaki absolutely un- 
trimmed beyond a captain's silver on 
the sleeve. 
The prince might have 


been, from his uniform, taken for a 
"war correspondent," as they style in 
England correspondents who follow ar- 
mies, only that your real war corre- 
spondent with many campaigns behind 
him wears a long row of decorations 
over bis left hand breast pocket. 


Nothing was lacking in the general's 


tea except tea. Had it not been for the 
vaudeville entertainment which ran 
through the ceremony and the griev- 
ous absence of women you would have 
thought it a military wedding break- 
fast. 
Vaudeville included Japanese 


conjuring of the sort you have seen at 
well known American theaters—mys- 
terious, eastern; a dozen handkerchiefs 
borrowed from the spectators, initialed 
by them, and burned before their eyes 
to tinder, yet at the click of a fan are 
found wound about the body of the as- 
sistant who has not been near the con- 
jurer, etc. Then brief farcical im- 
provised "skits," the "Trick of a Cook" 
by a versatile newspapej: interpreter, 
Nakimura (champion Japanese cyclist), 
and "Influence of Music," which was 
geisha dancing by the conjurer and his 
second; a puppet show, in which Japa- 
nese dexterity with feet and toes -was 
exhibited; "Old Native Sport," a sort 
of broadsword contest with staves, the 
soldiers wearing about their foreheads 
red or white ribbons as in "Ben-Hur's" 
chariot race; then a photograph of the 
party by the official army photogra- 
pher; then "A Strange Dance," also im 
provised, and also by the talented 
newspaper interpreter; a soldier dress- 
ed ns a geisha came on the stage, and 
the piece could not go ou for the ap- 
plause which the sight of a woman's 
apparel excited; then more magic and 
"dancing," this last an old fashioned 
quadrille, in which the American and 
the English and the missionized Japa- 
nese and tbe Chinese girl appeared in 
witty caricature, having for partners 
travesties of the Indian and German 
and other officers. There was a great 
similarity between the American girl 
and the English: both looked like the 
elderly Englishwomen you find travel 
ing in pairs in Switzerland and Italy. 


In one week we have had two teas, 


which, on account of what those luxu- 
rious Russians left behind, could hardly 
be bettered in infinitely better places. 


The other tea—a precise military cor- 


respondent would have mentioned it 
first—was at the field marshal's. He 
occupies the house which Kurepatkln 


vacated. IE the parade ground just in 
front there are two great ragged holes, 
torn by six inch shells from the Canet 
guns captured from the Russians at 
Nanshan. 
Each hole could contain 


three horses. Close to the rail of Ku- 
ropatkin's garden is a railway siding 
and a cloth covered shelter under 
which his private car waited during 
those fierce five days of battle. 
He 


slept in it and ate in it when he had 
time and at last, scarcely fifty min- 
utes before the Japanese had the whole 
position, departed in it for Mukden. 


His garden, where Field Marshal

less tea, was filled with American 
plants. 
Four, o'clocks climbed the 


fence, beds of dahlias, of red gerani- 
ums, bushes of American Beauties, dec- 
orated the lawn. "These remind us of 
home," one of us said to the field 
marshal. He replied, "I think they 
were grown for your pleasure," and 
laughed pleasantly. He is taller than 
any of his officers. His face is kind- 
ly, that of a generous spirited man 
who has lived healthfully. The field 
marshal himself served bouillon In 
thin cups, salads and cold mutton and 
caviare sandwiches and cigars and oth- 
er captured refections, as if eager for 
the pleasure of his guests, and the 
jugglery and "soldier magic" be pro- 
vided afterward he enjoyed like a boy. 


I hardly know whom to compare 


him with that you may understand 
him. 
Imagine what in America is 


called an old fashioned gentleman, 
having, instead of primness and aus- 
terity, a boy's spirits, and you should 
have a fair picture. 
Some London 


correspondent wrote of him as "a com- 
monplace general;" another that he 
was "not a Napoleon," to both of 
which remarks, by the way, the censor 
objected, till the writer said he would 
quit the army and forward the charac- 
terization from outside. I don't think 
the field marshal will care; his position 
as an influential nobleman sutBces, and 
brilliancy of strategy is left to Koda- 
ma and brilliancy of, execution to the 
generals of the armies. Generals may 
be jealous of one another, but none is 
jealous of him or his authority; and 
that is a useful qualification for a com- 
mander in chief.

Passing of the Army Bine. . 


A general order lias been prepared at 


the war department in regard to the 
new uniform of the army, says a 
Washington special to the St. Louis 
Republic. 
Among other things, the 


order specifies that all troops serving 
in the United States, with the excep- 
tion of the artillery, shall wear tbe 
olive drab as a service uniform and 
that officers shall also wear that uni- 
form in garrisons. Artillery troops in 
the United States and troops of all 
arms in the Philippines shall wear tbe 
khaki service uniform, officers as well! 
as enlisted men. The principal effect 
of this order is thnt it practically does 
away with the blue dress uniform 
now generally worn by officers at gar- 
risons. In the future officers of the 
army will wear the olive drnb uniform 
in the United States and the khaki 
service uniform In the Philippines.

The explosion was 
so subdued and the crew remained so 
quiet that it was some time before the 
report of the affair became current.

INTERVIEW WITH FRIEND OF THE 


HEI3EY COMPANY. 


Reasons Given Why This Company 


Should be Given a Franchise In 


City of Newark. 


In reference to the Heisey natural 


gas franchise "which has oaused con- 
siderable talk in this city, and feeling 
that the people of this town should 
know as much on this subject as could 
be obtained, a reporter of the Advo- 
cate today saw a map who is closely 
identified with the A. H. Heisey 
& 


Company interests in this matter. 


"I don't see why those councilmen 


who voted to givu a franchise to The 
Newark Gas Light and Coko company 
ot 25 cants per thousand cubic feet, 
should oppose a similar proposition 
OH A. H. Heisey & Company. A. H. 
Heisey & Company ba've done 
far 


more for toe city of Newark in the 
past, and is doing more in the present 
and will do more in the future than 
has ever the Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany. Therefore, it seems to me that 
Mr. Hfisey should be treated with a 
good deal more consideration than this 
ether company, and if, as was stated 
at the time, the fianchise to the Gas 
Light and Coke company was passed, 
that the council wanted to &ee compe- 
tition in natural gas that that argu- 
ment would be far more potent now 
than it was when the proposition of 
the Coke company was oeforo that 
body. Mr. Heisey has gas and he has 
abundant gas teiritory. 
The Gas 


Light and Coke company has neither 
find yet they were granted a franchise 
on practically tha 
same 
conditions 


that are set forth in the franchise new 
pending before the city council. 


The people of this city may not be 


aware of this 
fact, but it is true 


nevertheless, that Mr. Heispy has al- 
ready saved the consumers of natural 
gas in this city -5 per cent on their 
gas bills for this year. The old com- 
pany had made their arrangement to 
raise ths price of natural gas to 25 
cents per thousand cubic feet, 
and 


that would be the price charged 
at 


this time were it not for the action of 
Mr. Heisey asking a franchise from 
the council. So it can be seen that 
Mr. Heisey has already -lone a great 
service to the people of this city. 


Again, the natural 
gas business 


like every other 
commercial enter- 


prise, should be looked at in a busi- 
ness light, and that is exactly 
the 


way that Mr. Heisjy looks at it. He 
knows very well that the gas consum- 
ers in this city whose house is equip- 
ped with service pipes and other ap- 
pliances of the, old company, will not 
Luy his gas fron- him unless he can 
make it worth while to the consum- 
ers. In other .words, he wi)l have to 
offer inducements to the people 
al- 


itady using gas in order to get their 
business; otherwise, they will contin- 
tise to purchase gas from the old com- 
pany. That is the plain business sit- 
uation and it ought to appeal strongly 
to the people of this city.

asked by the Heisey company to be 
rtferied to a committee so that the 
city council and the company could 
consider the situation 
and 
decide 


whether or not they could get togeth- 
er on a franchise satisfactory to both. 
That is what Mr. Heisey now asks. If 
a franchise satisfactory in its nature 
can be agreed upon between the city 
and Mr. Heusey the matter will l>ave 
to be dropped 
entirely.

'that will enable them to dispose of 
all their surplus gas at the wells. 


New, it is up to the people through
